I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1937 ;  it  is  set  out 
on  the  lines  indicated  in  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular  1650. 


POPULATION. 

The  mid-year  population  of  the  borough  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General  was  40,910,  a  further  fall  of  470. 


BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS. 

There  were  539  live  births  and  638  deaths,  resulting  in  a  natural 
decrease  of  99. 

The  birth  rate  was  13.2.  The  actual  or  crude  death-rate  was  15.6; 
standardised,  so  as  to  be  comparable  with  other  standardised  death-rates, 
it  was  12.7.  The  birth  and  death  rates  for  England  and  Wales  were  14.9 
and  12.4  respectively.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

No  notifiable  disease  was  unduly  prevalent,  but  the  1936  epidemic 
of  measles  lasted  into  the  early  part  of  1937 ;  249  cases  were  reported 
from  the  schools  and  there  was  an  unknown  number  among  younger 
children.  There  were  seven  deaths  from  measles,  whereas  there  were 
none  from  scarlet  fever:  this  shews  once  more  which,  of  the  two,  is  the 
more  serious  disease.  Measles  is  especially  dangerous  to  young 
children,  and  I  am  always  willing  to  find  room  at  the  sanatorium  for 
.a  child  who  is  seriously  ill  in  a  home  where  proper  attention  is  impossible. 

MILK. 

There  was  an  improvement  in  the  average  quality  of  the  milk 
sold  in  the  town  last  year,  and  the  proportion  of  samples  reported  to 
be  not  genuine  was  lower  than  in  previous  years.  The  recent  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  cleanliness  of  milk  was  maintained,  and  only  one  sample,  out 
of  156  examined,  was  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli. 

HOUSING. 

The  number  of  new  houses  built  during  the  year  was  195,  of  which 
145  were  built  by  the  Corporation. 

Four  compulsory  purchase  and  three  clearance  areas  were  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  at,  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  pro¬ 
gress  has  been  made  in  dealing  with  these,  and  other,  areas. 
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The  St.  Thomas  Street  Area  was  declared  to  be  a  re-development 
area.  In  December  the  Council  declared  the  Church  Stairs  Street  Area 
to  be  a  clearance  area  and  the  necessary  steps  are  being  taken  to  deal 
with  both  these  areas. 

The  number  of  houses  rendered  fit  during  the  year  in  consequence 
of  action  by  your  officers  was  385. 

Demolition  orders  were  made  in  respect  of  54  houses,  and  42  houses, 
were  demolished  in  pursuance  of  demolition  orders. 

I  am  glad  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  those  ladies  who, 
week  after  week,  some  of  them  for  years,  have  given  their  time  and 
service  to  the  work  of  the  Child  Welfare  Centres.  The  efficiency  of  that 
work  owes  a  great  deal  to  their  help.

Twenty-eight  deaths  were  certified  by  the  Coroner  after  post 
mortem  examination  without  inquest,  nineteen  being  due  to  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  circulation  and  nine  to  other  causes.

The  number  of  marriages  in  the  borough  during  the  year  was  353, 
equivalent  to  a  rate  of  17.2  persons  married  per  1,000  of  the  population 
of  all  ages.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  17.4. 
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SECTION  B.— GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


1. — NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

Nursing  of  (a)  general  and  (b)  certain  infectious  diseases  is  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Scarborough  District  Nursing  Association,  to  which  in 
respect  of  (b)  the  Corporation  makes  an  annual  grant  of  £30.  During 
1937  the  Association  nursed  8  cases  of  tuberculosis  (275  visits),  6  cases 
of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  (95  visits),  and  71  cases  of  excision  of  tonsils 
and  adenoids  (223  visits). 

2. — MID' WIVES. 

The  Corporation,  after  the  prescribed  consultations,  decided  to 
carry  out  its  functions  under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  by  contracting 
with  the  Scarborough  District  Nursing  Association  for  the  provision  of 
a  service  of  salaried  midwives  in  the  town.  An  agreement  was  made, 
under  which  the  Association  undertakes  to  maintain  three  midwives 
instead  of  two  as  heretofore,  at  a  salary  of  £200-£2I0,  and  receives  from 
the  Corporation  an  annual  grant  of  £360.  This  agreement  came  into 
force  on  April  1st.  Two  midwives  practising  in  the  town  retired,  and 
were  compensated  under  the  Act, 

.  There  were  in  domiciliary  practice  in  the  town  during  the  year 
(1)  4  midwives  in  private  practice,  of  whom  2  were,  and  2  were  not, 
trained  nurses — -the  latter  were  the  two  who  retired  during  the  year, 
and  (2)  3  out  of  7  midwives  on  the  staff  of  the  Scarborough  District 
Association,  who  are  all  trained  nurses.  There  were  also  12  certificated 
midwives  on  the  staff  of  Institutions  and  Nursing  Homes  in  the  town. 


The  District  Nursing  Association  midwives  attended  222  births 
during  1937,  1.59  as  midwives  and  63  as  maternity  nurses.  The  number 
of  visits  made,  pre-natal  and  post-natal,  was  6,692. 

3 .—LA i MORATORY  FACILITIES . 

There  was  no  change  in  this  service;  1,106  specimens  were  examined 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  1,551  by  the  North  Riding  Laboratory 
of  Pathology  and  Public  Health  at  Scarborough. 


4.— HOSPITALS. 

FEVER  HOSPITAL. — The  Corporation  Isolation  Hospital  is  situated 
in  Newby  Lane  just  outside  the  borough.  It  consists  of  an  administra¬ 
tive  block,  a  laundry  block  containing  disinfecting  chambers,  mortuary, 
etc.,  a  porter’s  lodge  and  discharge  rooms,  and  wards  for  scarlet  fever 
(14  beds),  diphtheria  (10  beds)  and  observation  (2  beds).  There  is  also 
the  open-air  ward  referred  to  below. 
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The  number  of  patients  admitted  during  the  year  was  174,  including 
to  the  open-air  ward.  Details  are  given  in  the  following  table: —

CHILDREN. — There  is  a  children’s  ward 


Orthopaedic  eases  needing  hospital  treatment  are  sent  to  the  York¬ 
shire  Children's  Orthopaedic  Hospital  at  Kirbymoorside.  Cases  of 
tuberculosis  are  paid  for  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council,  others 
by  the  Corporation  of  Scarborough  through  the  Education  Committee  or 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  as  the  case  may  be. 

No  Scarborough  children  were  under  treatment  in  the  orthopaedic 
hospital  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Three  were  admitted  during  the 
year. 

(1)  Girl  (E.A.W.,  6  years).  Right  club  foot  and  deformed  sacrum. 
Admitted  in  June  and  discharged  in  July,  improved. 

(2)  Girl  (L.H.M.W.,  15  years).  Infantile  paralysis  of  both  legs. 
Admitted  in  August  and  discharged  in  September,  improved. 

(3)  Girl  (K.M.J.,  13  years).  Claw  foot.  Admitted  in  October 
and  discharged  in  November,  improved. 
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After  discharge  from  hospital  patients  attend  the  orthopaedic 
clinic,  where  they  are  kept  under  observation  and,  if  necessary,  treatment 
by  splint,  plaster,  massage,  remedial  exercises,  etc. 


The  Orthopaedic  clinic  is  conducted  by  the  Council  of  Social  Wel¬ 
fare,  to  which  the  Education  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Com¬ 
mittees  make  grants  calculated  on  an  attendance  basis.  The  clinic  is  held 
every  Friday  at  the  Council  of  Social  Welfare  premises  in  Elder  Street. 
It  is  attended  weekly  by  the  orthopaedic  after-care  sister.  On  the  first 
Friday  in  the  month,  the  orthopaedic  surgeon  attends  the  clinic  which 
on  that  morning  is  held  at  the  Scarborough  Hospital.  The  number  of 
attendances  made  last  year  by  Scarborough  children,  exclusive  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  cases,  for  whom  the  North  Riding  County  Council  is  responsible, 
was  894. 


GENERAL  HOSPITAL. — The  Scarborough  Hospital,  a  voluntary 
hospital  of  140  beds,  including  12  beds  for  paying  patients  and  12 
maternity  beds,  served  the  town  and  surrounding  districts. 


6.  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS, 
ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS  AND  HOMELESS  CHILDREN 
IN  THE  BOROUGH. 

The  S.  Mary’s  Rescue  Home,  21,  Albemarle  Crescent,  provides 
accommodation  for  unmarried  mothers  and  their  infants  before  and  after 
child-birth.

There  was  no  alteration  in  existing  arrangements. 

8.  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

The  arrangements  are  as  follows  : — 

The  ante-natal  clinic  is  held  at  King  Street  on  Tuesday  and  Friday 
afternoons  from  2  to  4  o’clock. 

A  post-natal  clinic  is  held  at  King  Street  on  Friday  afternoons 
after  the  ante-natal  clinic,  and  is  followed  by  a  mothers’  welfare  clinic. 

Clinics  for  infants  and  children  under  five  are  held  as  under: — 
Monday,  2 — 4.30  :  King  Street. 

Wednesday,  2 — 4.30 :  9,  Seamer  Road. 

Thursday,  2—4,30  :  King  Street. 

A  dental  clinic  for  children  under  five  and  for  expectant  mothers 
is  held  at  King  Street  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  the  month  at  8.30  a.m. 
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MATERNITY  BEDS. — A  maternity  department  in  the  Scarborough 
Hospital  is  under  the  administrative  control  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  The  treatment  of  the  patients  is  in  the  hands  of  one  of  the 
Honorary  Assistant  Surgeons,  who  has  a  special  qualification  in  obstetrics 
and  gynaecology.  This  department  was  opened  on  November  1st,  1936; 
consequently  this  is  the  first  report  on  a  full  year’s  work.  The  number 
of  individuals  admitted  to  the  ward  was  110,  of  whom  three  were  admit¬ 
ted  for  ante-natal  treatment  only,  the  conditions  being  (1)  fibroids,  (2) 
hyperemesis  and  (3)  pyelitis,  and  four  for  post-natal  treatment  only, 
three  being  for  haemorrhage  with,  in  two  cases,  retained  placenta  or 
membranes,  and  one  for  post  partum  eclampsia  with  retained  placenta 
(moribund  on  admission).  The  103  mothers  who  bore  their  babies  in 
hospital  produced  ninety-nine  living  and  seven  stillborn  infants.  There 
were  three  sets  of  twins  with  one  stillborn  infant  among  them.  Of 
these  103  mothers  six  were  admitted  twice,  once  for  ante— natal  treat¬ 
ment  for  (1)  album enuria,  (2)  nervous  instability  and  poor  renal  function, 
(3)  pyelitis,  (4)  malpresentation,  (5)  toxic  goitre  and  (6)  x-ray  diagnosis, 
and  once  for  childbirth.  There  were  four  admissions  for  false  labour 
and  in  these  cases  the  two  or  three  days’  stay  is  in  each  case  added  on 
to  the  later  period  in  hospital,  the  two  admissions  being  regarded  as  one. 

Eight  of  the  patients  admitted  were  from  outside  the  borough, 
three  from  the  North  Riding  and  five  from  the  East  Riding,  under 
arrangements  made  with  the  respective  County  Councils. 

Three  mothers  died,  one  of  influenzal  pneumonia  following  ante¬ 
partum  haemorrhage,  one  of  placenta  praevia  and  ante-partum 
haemorrhage  and  one — referred  to  above — admitted  moribund  after 
childbirth,  of  eclampsia. 

Including  the  four  admitted  after  birth,  there  were  103  live  babies 
in  the  ward  during  the  year.  Four  died,  one — a  twin — of  prematurity, 
one  of  prematurity  after  induced  labour  for  eclampsia,  one  of  prematurity 
and  lues  infantum  and  one  of  melaena  neonatorum.  Excluding  these, 
the  feeding  of  the  babies  was,  breast  79,  mixed  9  and  bottle  11.

HEALTH  VISITING.

SECTION  C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER, 


The  water  supply  of  Scarborough  is  obtained  from  the  Corallian 
limestones  and  grit,  tapped  at  Irton  by  two  artesian  wells  with  bore¬ 
holes,  428  and  430  feet  deep  respectively,  at  Cayton  Bay  by  a  spring,  and 
at  Osgodby  by  a  well  127  feet  deep. 

Irton  provides  the  bulk  of  the  supply,  Cayton  being  a  useful  addition. 


Osgodby  is  used  as  a  standby. 
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Throughout  the  year  routine  bacteriological  examinations  of  the 
water  from  each  source  were  made  by  me.  The  results  are  shewn  briefly 
in  the  following  table: — 
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In  addition  to  these  complete  examinations,  the  lrton  filtered  water 
was  tested  140  times  during  the  year  for  the  presence  of  B.  coli  only. 

This  is  done  three  times  a  week.  B.  coli  was  absent  from  100  ml. 
129  times,  present  in  100  ml.  9  times,  in  50  ml.  once,  and  in  10  ml.  once. 

The  Cayton  Bay  supply  was  examined  twice  for  B.  coli  only  with 
negative  results. 

The  Osgodby  water  examined  twice  for  B.  coli  only  shewed  its 
presence  in  40  ml.  and  in  20  ml. 

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  Aquarium  bath  and  of  the  South 
Bay  swimming  pool  made  in  June,  July  and  August  gave  very  satis¬ 
factory  results.  Colony  counts  were  low  and  B.  coli.  was  found  only 
once  in  100  ml.  in  each  case. 

Chlorination  of  the  Aquarium  bath  is  effected  by  the  addition  at 
7.0  a.m.  and  1.0  p.m.  of  chloros  in  sufficient  quantity  to  give  one  part  of 
available  chlorine  per  million.

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RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 

Sustained  efforts  were  continued  during  the  year  for  the  destruction 
of  rats  and  mice.  There  were  217  complaints  received  and  1,760 
inspections  made  during  the  year ;  advice  and  assistance  were  given  in 
each  instance.  Sewers  were  regularly  baited;  the  Corporation  tip  was 
also  treated  from  time  to  time,  but  since  controlled  tipping  was  intro¬ 
duced  the  number  of  rats  here  is  almost  nil. 

A  rat  catcher  is  occupied  in  making  a  thorough  investigation  of 
all  premises  known  to  be,  or  suspected  of  harbouring  rats.  His  services 
have  proved  to  be  of  great  value  in  finding  the  points  of  entrance  and 
thus  making  it  possible  for  the  premises  to  be  made  rat  proof. 

Allotments,  piggeries  and  other  suspected  premises  which  rats 
usually  infest  are  inspected  frequently,  and  the  necessary  measures  taken 
to  eliminate  the  rodents  found. 

Six  hundred  baits  were  laid  on  the  fish  pier  and  on  vessels  under 
the  direction  of  the  Harbour  Commissioners. 

A  total  number  of  3,624  bodies  of  rats  were  received  at  the  Cor¬ 
poration  Depot,  Dean  Road.  With  the  exception  of  those  caught  by  the 
rat  catcher,  a  head  rate  of  threepence  was  paid  for  all  rats  caught  within 
the  Borough  and  brought  to  the  Depot.

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SECTION  E.— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 

OF  FOOD. 


(a)  MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  was  an  improvement  in  the  average  quality  of  the  milk  sold 
in  Scarborough  last  year.  Fat,  and  non-fatty  solids  should  average 
3.7  and  8.9  per  cent,  respectively.  The  average  figures  for  Scarborough 
were  3.62  and  8.88. 

Of  82  samples  examined  by  the  borough  analyst,  10,  i.e.  12  per 
cent.,  were  reported  as  adulterated.  This  also  is  an  improvement  on 
previous  years.  There  is  still  room  for  improvement,  the  average  figure 
for  the  country  being  7  per  cent.  Bacteriological  examination  of  173 
samples  of  ungraded  milk  sold  in  the  town  shewed  136  (77  per  cent.) 
to  be  clean.  The  average  figure  for  the  previous  five  years  is  72  per 
cent.  Of  the  remaining  37,  two  were  very  dirty.  Fifty-one  samples 
of  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  milk  were  also  examined  bacteriologically  and 
found  to  conform  with  the  required  standard.  Seventy-seven  samples 
of  “  Pasteurised  ”  and  three  of  “  Accredited  ”  milk  were  also  examined. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-six  samples  of  milk  sold  in  the  town,  includ¬ 
ing  45  “  Tuberculin  Tested, ”  13  “  Pasteurised  ”  and  2  “  Accredited  ”  were 
examined  biologically  for  tubercle  bacilli.  One  of  them  (an  ungraded 
milk)  was  found  to  be  positive. 

Of  the  “  Pasteurised  ”  samples,  21  were  subjected  to  the  plate  count 
and  B.  coli  test,  20  passing  and  1  failing,  46  to  the  phosphatase  test, 
31  passing  and  15  failing,  and  10  to  both  tests,  7  passing  both  and  3 
failing  in  the  phosphatase  test.

One  hundred  and  forty-five  children,  including  20  under  school  age, 
were  immunised  during  the  year  by  means  of  three  subcutaneous  injec¬ 
tions  of  1  c.c.  of  T.A.F.  at  fortnightly  intervals.  Of  255  children 
post— schicked  246  proved  to  be  schick-negative.  Five  of  the  positives 
have  since  become  negative  after  further  injections.

METEOROLOGY. 

SUNSHINE. — The  sunshine  observations  are  taken  with  a  Campbell- 
Stokes  recorder.  In  most  favourable  circumstances  sunshine  can  be 
recorded  when  the  sun  is  3-in.  above  the  horizon,  i.e.,  20  minutes  after 
sunrise  or  20  minutes  before  sunset ;  but  this  implies  a  very  clear 
atmosphere.  In  general,  for  half  an  hour  at  either  end  of  a  fine  day 
there  is  no  trace  of  a  burn  on  the  sunshine  card,  so  that  the  effective 
length  of  the  “  possible  ”  duration  of  “  bright  sunshine  ”  is  normally 
about  an  hour  less  than  the  “  length  of  day.”  The  sunshine  recorder  is 
situated  in  the  Alexandra  Gardens. 

RAINFALL. — A  5-in.  Gauge  is  used,  the  rim  of  which  is  13-in.  off 
the  ground.  It  is  situated  about  50  feet  from  the  South  side  of  the  Town 
Hall.
